AUSTRIANS SABOTAGE’ RESTITUTION PROGRAMME

“PF. Bienenfeld, legal adviser ‘to 


the W orld Jewish Congress. has accused 
the Austrian authorities of sabotaging the 
restitution of Jewish property through 
trickery.” 
In the vast majority of cases, Dr. 


Bienenfeld told me in an interview, Jews 
“who have had their property returned are 


ordered by the courts to répay the pur- 
chase price and certain other expenses 
incurred by the person (usually a Nazi) 
who had acquired the property from its 
rightfyl owner, The dispossessed Jewish 
owners, however, did not generally have 
the necessary Austrian funds for this 
purpose. If they lived in another ey 
country, they were usually prevented 
transferring funds by existing currency 
regulations, 

Until recently, Austrian savings banks 
and other financial institutions were pre- 
pared to grant loans to Jews who had had 
their property returned, but three months 
sm this practice was suddenly changed.

THE DREAM OF JUDAISM: 


UDAISM is a dream. It is the 

Dream of Jacob, which he dreamt 

when he wandered forth from his 
home, an exile because of his brother's 
In that bitter hour of dis- 
iliusionment and tribulation, when the 
hope of the birthright had crashed 
into the abyss of fear- ridden despair, 
the Patriarch saw a vision of a ladder 
linking earth with heaven, man with 
God... He saw a host of angelic 
unrealised 
spiritual powers—bridging the void 
between the human and the divine. 
He saw the Sanctuary rising on the

REFUGEES’ STATUS 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent

ARAB NATIONALISM 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In contrast with the European national 


movements, which originated as expres- 
sions of mass consciousness from below, 
the modern Arab national movement 
Started at the top, primarily as a result 
of the impact of European civilisation, 
said Dr. C. Rabin, of Oxford Unversity, 
in his address on the “ Arab National 
Movement” to the London . Jewish 
Graduates’ Association, on Tuesday. 

Dr. Rabin outlined the history of the 
Arabs, and siressed the vital 4nd unifying 
impetus which the advent of Islam had 
had upon their destinies, 7 io the begin- 
ning of the First World War the Arabs 
thought of themselves as Moslems first 
and foremost. The Arab Staies which 
came into existence following that war 
had no historical precedents as such. With 
their . artificial creation. they gradually 
began to develop their own nationalism, 
largely based on the past glories of the 
Arab Empire. 

Arab nationalism to-day, concluded 
Dr. Rabin, was largely biased on ant- 
Europeanism. Zionism-——which to the 
Arabs was a particular phenomenon of 
aggressive Europeanism— had undoubtedly

Hypnotism and Self-Hypnotism, By 
Stater. Duckworth, 5s.

There is no special Jewish interest in 


the subject of hypnotism; but it was a 
Franco-Jewish physician named Hippo- 
lyte Bernheim who, at Nancy, laid the 
foundations of the scientific application 
of the hypnotic method in therapeutics. 
The Persians and Indians were acquainted 


with hypnotic phenomena in ancient days, 


but the art was long dormant until it 


was revived by Mesmer towards the end 
of the eighteenth century. 


He taught 
that the cures which he effected were 


~ due to the healing powers of a magnetic 


fluid transmitted from the operator to the 
patient: and the process acquired the 
name of Mesmerism. The old explana- 
tions. of hypnotism have now been 


demolished, and the value of hypnotic 


suggestion ‘is attributed to the . effect 
produced on the, subconscious mind.

THE SCROLLS: A REPLY TO DR. 


N his latest article, “ The Hebrew 

Scrolls, Once More and Finally ” 

(published in the organ of Dropsie 
College, the JewisH QUARTERLY | 
REVIEW and reported in THE JEewisH 
CHRONICLE of August 18), Dr. Solomon 
Zeitlin stressed the fact that I had not 
commented on his contentions regard- 
ing the antiquity of the Scrolls, and he 


concluded that it was evident that I 
could not had to his charges. It is 
true that I did not answer. And I 


would like to state, generally, the 


reason for my silence. 


Frankly, 1 regarded Dr. Zeitlin's 
articles, and the form in which they 
were written, as being incompatible 
with a learfled discussion. It had 
already been pointed out by Professor 
W. F. Albright. of the Johns Hopkins 


University, that he considered 
_“ Zeitlin’s dexterity in debate as 
more in keeping with court-room 
procedure. than with the objective

had hitherto refrained from answering. 


Forthcoming Publication 


Lately, however, becoming aware: 
of the confusion. which  Zeitlin’s 
reiterated statements have created in 
the minds-of laymen, I have come to 
the conclusion that the time has arrived 
to repudiate his charges. This I mtend 


to do: shortly in detail in an English — 
publication which I am now prepar- 


ing. Here, however, I will 
myself to a few points only. 
Let me first deal with the story of 
the discovery of the Judean Scrolls. 
It is quite natural that in the disturbed 
conditions prevailing at that time.

Besides, although I. was sure. that 


the Scrolls themselves belonged to the .

of the place of their discovery, I still 


could not rely on. the statements. of 


the Beduin as to the actual place of 
discovery of the jars. Subsequent: 
excavations. of the cave in the winter 
of 1949 by Harding and.

In the Bible there are no references 
to gambling, So far as we know, 
gambling was unknown among Jews 
until they came under Greek and 
Roman influences.

In the 
moralistic literature of our people 
gambling is repeatedly condemned as 
a_ frivolous pursuit, as evidencing a 
Jack of faith in God and a “ get-rich-

thirteenth century Jacob ben Abba 
Mari Anatoli (b. 1194), though he 
admitted that gambling.was not legally 
forbidden, frowned upon the amuse-

p. 85). Leon de Modina in 1584, at 
the early age of .14, wrote a famous 
treatise,
